27 MEN ON FORCE 

There are 27 men on the Richmond police force. _ Each 
man is a specialist in his line. When there is an emergency 
each of these men has coordinated his work so carefully with 
that of his associates that there is no wasted energy—each 
functions smoothly for the work at hand. 

The work, of the law enforcer is a difficult one. Criminals- 
conceive ofthe Officer as a natural. enemy to be avoided. if 
possible, and if not, to be dealt with as his own conscignce 
dictates. The conscience of some law-breakers rests at the 
hilt of a .45, ready for action. 

If a police officer is killed in the line of duty, there 
is general mourning for the passing of a’ brave man, but little 
appreciaticn of the fact that every man on the police force 
is constantly in danger of sacrificing his life for the pro-.
